After  postponements,  delays,  and  a  shift  of  camp  site, 
the  C.P.S.  School  of  Industrial  Relations  finally  got 
under  way  at  Powellsville  on  June  7.  By  the  end  of  the 
month,  31  assignees  representing  ten  Brethren  and  Pr^nd 
units  from  Florida  to  Oregon  were  enrolled,  officers  had 
been  elected,  and  a  comprehensive  program  of  study  was 
proceeding  five  nights  a  week*  Reflecting  the  interests 
of  members  as  expressed  at  formative  sessions,  the  pro- 
gram has  boon  organizod  intd  eight  informal  courses  as 
follows:  Basic  Course,  Labor  History,  Farmer-Labor  Re- 
lations, Race  Rolations,  Religion  and  Labor*  Labor  News, 
Labor  Journalism,  and  Workers'  Education.

Re:    Medical  and  Dental  Care  —  Agricultural  Assignees 


Pre  Transfer  Examination 

It  is  expected  that  every  assignee  transferring  to  an  agricultural 
project  (dairy  farm  work,  dairy  herd  testing,  agricultural  exper- 
iment station)  will  be  in  sound  physical:  condition.    Each  transfer 
request  should  be  accompanied  not  only  by  an  FL3-4  but  also  by  a 
statement  from  the  camp  physician.     If  it  is  inconvenient  to  get  a 
physician's  statement,  a  signed  statement  by  the  camp  director, 
based  on  recent  physical  examination,  will  be  accepted  to  show  that 
that  assignee  has  no  known  physical  disabilities. 

Transfer  physical  statements  should  give  particular  attention,  to  the 
condition  of  the  assignee's  teeth.     On  the  basis  of  recent  dental 
examinations  the  camp  doctor,  or  camp  director,  should  be  prepared 
to  state  that  the  assignee's  teeth  are  in  satisfactory  condition. 
If  this  is  not  the  case  the  assignee  should  submit  a  release  that 
the  repair  of  existing  uncared  for  dental  needs  will  not  be  charged 
against  the  farm  fund.  . 

Medical  Bills 

Doctors'  fees  for  treatment  to  agricultural  workers  will  be  refunded 
according  to  the  attached  schedules.    Any  fees  in  excess  of  these 
amounts  must  be  borne  by  the  assignee  himself  or  the  sponsoring  re- 
ligious agency.    All  bills  must  be  accompanied  by  a  complete  diag- 
nosis.   No  deductions  from  farm  accounts  will  be  authorized  by  Se- 
lective Service  until  these  complete  diagnoses  are  submitted. 

Assignees  may  be  reimbursed  for  ward  hospital  care.    The  cost  of  a 
private  or  semi-private  room  will  be  deductible  only  if  the  bill 
is  accompanied  by  a  doctor's  statement  that  such  special  care  was 
necessary  for  the  physical  welfare  of  the  assignee, 

Administrative  Directive  No.  16  Revised  provides  for  reimbursement 
for  emergency  dental  treatment  .     "Emergency  dental  treatment"  is  now 
defined  as: 

"Any  dental  condition  that  is  causing  pain,  swelling  or  acute 
infection  and  that  interferes  with  assignee's  work". 

Any  dental  treatment  other  than  that  outlined  as  emergency  must 
have  prior  approval  from  Selective  Service  before  the  dental  work 
is  commenced*  if  the  cot-ts  are  to  be  deductible  from  the  farm  fund. 
A  dental  examination  record  should  accompany  each  request  for  non- 
emergency work.

"SOCIALISM"  AND  THE 
BRITISH  ELECTION 

Churchill's  overwhelming  and  decisive 
defeat  in  the  recent  British  election 
is  good  news  for  most  of  us,  but  whe- 
ther the  victory  of  Labor  is  something 
to  rave  about  is  another  question.  We 
are  now  observing  the  first  time  in 
history  when  a  variety  of  "socialists'* 
hav6  obtained  a  complete  majority  in 
Parliament,  assuring  us  on  excellent 
test  of  th6  practicality  »f  gradualist 
parliamentary  socialism. 

So  far,  Labor  has  b66n  able  to  do 
little.  Its  record  in  the  past,  and 
what  it  has  don6  to  date, continuing  in 
the  Big  Thr6  6,  the  plunder  of  Germany 
and  Japan,  S66king  to  "nationalize"  tb.6 
British  banking  system  and  ooal  mines 
do  not  look  very  promising. 

Realizing  that  it  is  entirely  too 
early  to  comment  much  on  this  election 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  writer  that 
thos6  who  hope  for  anything  ether  than 
a  British  Labor  government  that  will

Thi3  is  no  time  to  pudsy-foot  in  ';he 
hop6  of  salvaging  from  th6  debris  some 
small,  imaginary  gains  for  future  con- 
scientious objectors.  L6t  us  remember 
that  the  so-called  ^privileges"  which 
we  hav6  received  were  given  us  not  be- 
cause th6  c.  o,'s  of  World  War  I  were 
peaceful  "co-operators,"  but  b 3 cause 
they  so  disrupted  th.6  military  sysj6m 
by  th6ir  presence  that  in  this  wr.i  the 
Army  was  unwilling  to  accept  tli6HLead- 
acho"  if  coping  with  uso  If  T.vo  are  to 
advance  the  position  of  fuirre  co.'s, 
w6  too  must  be  "headache::.1' 

But,  making  the  life  of  future  paci- 
fists easier  is  not,  or  should  not  b6, 
our  function.

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"ELKTON' S  LOSS  IS 
McITEIL'S  GiiUJ" 

One  of  the  most  CO-crowded  dockets 
in  its  history  will  confront  the  Port- 
land U.  S.  Distriot  Court  during  its 
present  term,  with  at  least  30  cases 
involving  walkouts  from  CPS,refU3al  to 
work,  and  refusal  to  accept  transfer 
to  a  government  camp.  These  cases  arc 
dravn  from  four  canpa  in  the  area,  La- 
pinc  (govt.),  Elkton  (AFSC),  and  Wald- 
port  and  Cascade  Locks  (BSC). 

The  honor  roll,  according  to  latest 
information: 

Lapinc  —  14  walkouts. 
Waldport  —  10  walkouts,  two 

refusals  to  transfer. 
Elkton  —  3  walkouts,  two  RTW. 
Cascado  Locks  —  one  walkout. 
Elkton' s  case  list  is  headed  "by  two 
men  who    walked  out  of  camp    last  ^ay, 
thereby  "becoming  the  first  walkouts  in 
CPS  59    since  the  earliest  days  of  its 
existence.  They  aro  Dr.  Dcnaid  Lehman, 
former  ca-.p  physician, and  Bill  Steven- 
sen,  a  former  AFSC  field  worker  on  re- 
location problems.  A  third  walkout  who 
may  be  tried  in  this  court  term,  Phil 
Minor, haa  not  yet  boon  arrested  at  hi 3 
present  home, 

Two  editors  of  the  "Rebel  Clarion,1' 
charter  members  of  the  Elkton  ROT  Club 
also  were  cited  in  Crand  .Jury  hoards 
this  cook, and  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  be  arrested  in  the  near  future, 
for  refusal  to  work.

CAI.TP  REPRESEft'TATI  'VE 
REJECTED  BY  AFSC 

Upholding  a  staff  decision, the  AFSC 
CPS  Executive  Committee  late  September 
refused  to  accept  this  camp's  newly- 
elected  representative,  Rick  Chiarito, 
aa  our  delegate  to  committee  meetings 
in  Philadelphia, thereby  stripping  FCPS 
Of  whatever  pretensions  to  democracy 
it  may  once  have  possessed. 

As  a  result  of  his  action  in  attend- 
ing tho  committee  mooting  at  the  re- 
quest of  the-  c-mp,  Chiarito  wr.s  charged 
with  AWOL'a  for  the  period  of  hia  ab- 
sence from  Elkton.  Since  this  was  ne- 
cessarily of  more  than  ten  days'  dura- 
tion, he  has  been  dropped  from  tho  camp 
racords,  although  Steve  Cary,  Elkton 
director,  is  attempting  to  have  him 
restored  to  the  rostor,  on  the  grounds 
that  his  absence  was  not  a  walkout. 

The  baaic  for  tho  APSC  action  in  re- 
jecting CPS  598  reprosentativG  was  tho 
decision  of  ita  CPS  staff  that,  by  re- 
fusing to  accept  work  assignment  for 
the  past  thrac  months, Chiarito  wa3  "no 
longer  considered  a  member  of  Friends' 

CPs,"         and  that  his  acceptance  would 

constitute  "official  rccognition"of  the 
RTW  position. 

The  Executive  Committee  rejected  a 
minute  sent  by  the  camp  maoting,  stat- 
ing tha*  Rick  was  still  considered  a 
member  of  CPS  59  by  nearly  all  campers 
and  was  attending  the  meeting  as  camp 
representative  and  not  as  an  ROT.  Tho 
camp  requested  that  he  be  accepted  re- 
gardless of  bis  work  status,  and  that 
ho  rot  be  carriod  ATOL,  as  he  had  in 
fact  accepted  work  assignment  in  agree- 
ing to  go  to  Philadelphia. 

Two  camp  representatives,  Henry  Hall 
of  Byborry  .and  PhilaeJavuidico,and  Fred 
Stahl    of  Glondora,,    resigned  immedia- 
tely from    their  positions,  assorting 
(Continued  on  pag6  4.) 
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WHAT  IS  A  REBEL?

Hendrick  Vem  Loon,  genial  and  irrev- 
erent Dutchman,  in  his  book  Tolerance 
deftly  describes  our  western  religious 
rebellion.  He  pictures  the  medieval 
outlook  as  a  vast  physical  and  spirit- 
ual prison  which  withstood  the  storm 
of  a  thousand  years  until  early  in  the 
sixteenth  century,  determined  jail- 
breakers  ruined  the  old  buildings,  and 
used  some  of  the  rubble  to  build  new 
prisons  of  their  own.  These  new  lockups 
proved  not  to  be  so  dissenter- proof . 
One  after  another  of  the  inmates  es- 
cijjed.  Before  long  there  were  many  pri- 
son?, and, more  important, paths  between, 
along  which  some  folks  wandered  free. 

The  same  figure  might  be  used  to  de- 
scribe economic,  scientific,  aesthetic^ 
and  social  rebellions.  In  every  age, 
some  people  have  smashed  jaile  and  ro- 
amed alone  in  their  ov/n  unique,  honest 
way.  They  have  affirmed,  in  the  only 
convincing  terms,  the  irrepressibility 
of  the  human  spirit. 

The  first  great  modern  rebel,  and, 
indeed,  the  creator  of  the  conscience 
without  which  there  cun  be  no  rebel- 
lion was  Socrates,  a  goggle-eyed  fellow 
with  a  broken  nose,  who  spent  nearly 
fifty  years  arguing  with  the  Athenian 
loafers  while  his  wife  took  in  washing 
to  support  the  family.  The  cityte  res- 
ponsible folk  were  sure  he  was  a  busy- 
body whose  peculiar  notions  could  only 
lead  to  irreverence,  discontent,  lazi- 
ness, and  other  bad  habits.  Finally, 
bent  on  performing  a  civic  duty,  saving 
the  young  from  corruption,  they  deter- 
mined to  get  rid  of  him.  He  was  tried 
by  a  jury  of  five  hundred  citizens,  but 
his  tongue  was  so  seductive  (always  an 
asset  to  a  rebel) ,  at  first  the  major- 
ity wanted  to  let  him  go  free..  They

ELKTON  TO  CLOSE 
BY  DECEMBER  15 


The  recent  announcement  by  AFSC  of- 
ficials that  CPS  59  will  be  the  first 
Friends'  unit  to  be  closed  as  aFSC  at 
last  withdraws  from  the  administration 
of  conscription,  brings  to  an-  end  the 
strange  history  of  a  camp  which,  in 
less  than  a  year,  was  transformed  from 
"the  best  camp  in  the  system"  to  "the 
Germfask  of  Friends'  OPS." 

It  is  expected  that  all  men  assigned 
here  will  be  transferred  by  Dec.  15th. 

In  addition  to  the  preparations  for 
closing  camp,  recent  events  included: 

The  arrest  of  Americo  Chiarito, 
first  of  the  series  of  Elkton  men  who 
refused  to  work  any  longer  under  slave 
labor  conditions.  Chiarito,  who  recently 
was  rejected  by  the  AFSC-CPS  executive 
committee  as  a  camp  representative,  tubs 
arrested  on  a  charge  of  refusing  to 
report  to  Mancos,  Col.,  govt,  camp,  as 
a  result  of  an  AFSC-inspired  transfer. 

The  arrival  of  interim  director 
Steven  Cary,  appointed  by  AFSC  to  suc- 
ceed Dan  Wilson,  who  resigned  when  he 
found  the  entire  F-CPS  administrative 
system  "impossible  and  untenable',}  Cary 
was  chosen  by  the  CPS  staff,  after  an 
overwhelming  majority  of  campers  had 
declined  to  participate  in  the  usual 
"election"  of  a  director. 

Walkouts  of  Dave  Fawcett  and  Wes 
Durland,  former  RTW's,  and  refusal  to 
accept  further  work  assignment  by  Bart 
Clausen  and  Harold  Barclay. 

Apparent  collapse  of  SS  efforts  to 
prosecute  RTW's  in  Oregon  court  dist- 
rict.

From  tho  Assistant  Director 
During  the  present  negotiations  with  the 
administration  in  the  case  of  Bill  Colburn, 
I  have  felt"  it  was  not  neoessary  to  issue 
periodical  memos  because  it  seemed  to  me 
that  the  f aots  were  simple  and  could  not 
be  misquoted;  the  nursing  department 
wished  to  dismiss  Colburn  mainly  because 
of  a  faoetious  note  to  his  fellow  CPS 
attendants  which  reaohed  his  superiors. 
And  my  answer  to  Miss  Valentine  and  Dr. 
Brinegar,  after  considerable  negotiation, 
was  that  I  didn't  feel  I  could  cooperate 
with  this  sort  of  a  relationship  between 
the  hospital  and  the  assignees,  and  in 
case  this  unjust  treatment  was  carried  out 
that  I  and  twelve  or  fifteen  other  assignees 
would  probably  transfer  out.  This  last  was- 
said  only  after  I  had  exhausted  all  al- 
ternatives. Up  to  the  present  time  all 
conferences  with  the  Administration  have 
been  held  with  Dr.  Brinegar,  who  in  turn 
is  negotiating  with  Dr.  Dolloff.  Dr. 
Brinegar  has  said  he  would  contact  me  be- 
fore any  action  is  taken;  I  am  still  wait- 
ing. 

However,  perhaps  I  should  have  kept  the 
Unit  more  fully  informed  of  the  nature  of 
the  negotiations,  because  certain  things 
are  now  being  said  and  done  which  I  regret. 
All  negotiations  have  been  conducted  in  a 
friondly  atmosphere  and  on  a  high  plane. 
The  hospital,  to  my  knowledge,  is  acting 
in  good  faith.  Just  because  there  is  a  dis- 
agreement in  principle  is  no  reason  for 
any  name-calling  or  false  accusations- 
el  ther  direotly  or  by  innuendo.  In  the 
first  place,  such  things  do  not  enhance 
our  position  in  the  eyes  of  the  Administra- 
tion, and  in  the  second  place  any  future 
negotiations  are  seriously  impaired  by  un- 
thinking actions. now.  I  am  very  willing  to 
stand  up  for  the  principle  involved  here 
so  long  as  I  feel  that  those  whom  I  repre- 
sent are  willing  to  go  along  with  me  in 
trying  to  approach  the  Administration  in 
the  spirit  of  good  will.

At  tho  March  21,  22,  23rd  meetings  of 
the  representatives  with  the  staff  and  the 
Fxarucive  Committee  the  following  items 
■were  gleaned:    New  Haven  Jaundice  to  have 
ZO  new  men  July  1,  and  again  Nov.  1.  At 
tha  end  of  four-month  stretch  you  get,  as 
fa:-  as  possible,  a  choice  of  camps  or  units 
to  return  to.    Mohlenhoff  claims  that  a 
July  1,  50  man,  a-typical  pneumonia  ex- 
periment is  practically  in  the  books. 
Ken  discharged  now  can  receive  the  assist- 
ance of  an  inter-agenoy  oommittee  which 
has  set  up  centers  in  large  cities  to 
help  out  COs  with  housing  problems— also 
vocational  guidanoe,  medical  and  psychia- 
tric care.  Besides  this  the  AFSC  has  set 
up  a  discharge  fund  which  has  been  used 
to  give  discharged  men  up  to  $50  if  they 
needed  it — about  50  have  needed  it  so  far. 
AFSC  Peace  Section  reports  encouragement 
on  peace  time  military  conscription;  sev- 
eral sponsored  articles  have  appeared  in 
national  blatter s ~e. g. ,  Sat.  Eve.  Post 
by  F.  Mo:-ley.  Their  poll  of  Congress 
(taken  by  an  objective  polling  service) 
shovs  3«1  agin  it.    Labor,  nurse,  etc. 
drafts  seem  to  be  stealing  the  show. 

CPS  representatives  sponsored  two  con- 
structive junkets  at  the  AFSC  CPS  Execu- 
tive Committee  Meeting.    First,  we  pro- 
vided an  opportunity  for  a  CPS  Union  or- 
ganizer to  address  the  older  members  on 
tho  purposes,  etc.  of  the  Union  and  the 
"desirability  of  cooperation  and  under- 
standing, etc."    The  other  business  in- 
volved shooting  offour  collective  mouths 
about  the  veraoity  of  the  Staff's  "Report 
on  4  (long)  Years  of  Conscription,"  which 
in  one  place  likened  CPS  unto  "slave  labor." 
If  it  wasn't  all  a  dream,  the  Exec.  Comm. 
has  empowered  the  right  people  to  go  ahead 
and  use  the  report  in  the  most  effective 
ways  possible.  A  subsequent  report  may  bo 
made  to  the  men  to  suggest  friends  or  rela- 
tives who  will  lobby  the  report  with  their 
Congressmen  or  at  least  send  it  in.  At 
present  they  are  using  Quaker  personnel. 

There  seems  to  be  slight  chanoe  of  legis- 
lative action  in  connection  with  the  ex- 
tension of  tho  SS  Act,  since  the  House  re- 
ported it  out  without  hearings.

Some  Post-War  Opportunities 

A  Friends  Student  Colony,  with  .a  capac- 
ity of  about  eight  students,  will  be  opened 
at  3014  West  Street,  Ames,  Iowa,  close  to 
the  campus  of  Iowa  State  College,  on  Sept. 
15,  1945,  The  main  purpose  of  the  oolony 
is  to  enable  students  to  combine  the  tech- 
nical advantages  of  a  great  university  with 
the  spiritual  advantages  of  a  small,  re- 
ligiously motivated  college.  The  colony  is 
intended  mainly  for  students  at  the  gradu- 
ate level,  who  will  normally  be  expected  to 
take  courses  and  degrees  at  Iowa  State  Col- 
lege. Arrangements  can  be  made  in  special 
cases  for  undergraduates  or  for  special 
students  who  wish  to  follow  independent 
oourses  of  study. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  conform  to 
the  colony's  pattern  of  living.  This  pat- 
tern will  be  developed  in  detail  by  the 
colony  itself,  but  something  like  the  fol- 
lowing is  envisaged:  (a)  a  short  meeting 
for  worship  every  morning;  (b)  a  course  of 
reading  and  group  study  in  the  classic 
literature  of  the  spiritual  life;  (c)  par- 
ticipation in  the  daily  work  of  the  house- 
hold and  in  the  self  government  of  the  col- 
ony. Membership  in  the  colony  will  not  be 
confined  to  members  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  but  will  be  open  to  all  who  are 
in  general  sympathy  with  its  ideals  and 
practices. 

Students  will  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments regarding  admission  to  Iowa  State 
College.  The  college  offers  graduate  work 
in  the  fields  of  Science  (including  Social 
Science),  Agriculture,  Engineering,  Home 
Economics,  and  Veterinary  Medicine.  Owing 
to  college  regulations  it  is  impossible  at 
present  to  have  unmarried  students  of  both 
sexes  living  in  the  same  house.  Only  men 
and  married  women,  therefore,  can  be  ao- 
ceptod  as  non-resident  members.  Unmarried 
women,  however,  can  be  accepted  as  non-re- 
sident members.  Those  interested  in  be- 
coming members  of  the  colony  are  invited  to 
write  to  Kenneth  and  Elise  Boulding,  Dept. 
of  Eoon.,  Iowa  State  College,  for  further 
information.  Some  scholarship  aid  and  self- 
help  will  be  available.  Inquiries  ore  par- 
ticularly encouraged  from  men  in  CPS.

In  a  recent  letter  to  Col.  Kosch,  Dr. 
Chas.  H.  Dolloff,  Superintendent,  wrote: 
"I  very  strongly  believe  that  the  ruling 
that  Civilian  Public  Service  men  should 
not  be  permitted  to  live  off  the  grounds 
should  be  modified...  I  do  not  believe  any 
public  relations  problem  is  likely  to  de- 
velop here,  and  I  think  it  will  bo  greatly 
to  the  advantage  of  the  general  morale  of 
the  men  here  to  permit  married  men  whose 
wives  do  not  work  in  the  hospital  to  live 
with  them  when  they  are  off  duty.  We  have 
accommodations  in  the  hospital  for  those 
whose  wives  work  here  too,  but  we  cannot 
maintain  the  non-working  wives.  In  some 
instances  they  have  children,  and  it  seems 
to  me  absurd  to  refuse  these  people  a  nor- 
ma £  home  llfe«B 

Dr.  Dolloff  went  further  to  say  to  the 
Assistant  Direotor,  "It  seems  to  m3  they 
ape  trying  to  set  you  people  apart  from  the 
other  employees  and  persecute  you  for  your 
beliefs,  which  I  do  not  think  is  at  all 
right." 

We  list on  Protest-March 

Assignees  at  Wellston,  Mich.,  CPS  camp 
will  stage  a  march  from  Grand  Rapido  to 
Chicago  beginning  May  6  in  protest  ovei  de- 
pendency and  the  draft  of  mei  in  •ainp  for 
west  coast  fire  fighting.  Ha-nnf-  alreiay 
completed  a  one-week  faft,  20  m^n  will  par- 
ticipate in  the  march.  Practically  fli  of 
the3e  men  have  dependents  who  are  undergo- 
ing hardship  due  to  lack  of  ^ovarmient  de- 
pendency payments.  The  wer;twr.rd  movement 
accentuates  and  adds  co  tins  hardship  in 
most  cases.  Their  statement  includes  the 
following-  "We  io  not  believe  we  can  be 
true  to  our  ideals  and  accept,  without  or- 
ganized protest  at  some  point  in  the  life- 
time of  CPS,  the  lack  of  depondenoy  pay- 
ments." The  march  will  last  nine  days.  FOR 
members  and  ministers  in  towns  along  the 
line  of  march  have  been  invited  to  parti- 
cipate.

"Pay  to  See." 

Following  slow  down  trouble,  the  staff 
of  Elkton  got  itself  together  and  drew  up  a 
several  page  statement  of  purpose.  Their 
avowed  intention  was  to  make  perfectly 
clear  the  direction,  at  least  of  that  seg- 
ment, of  AFSC  CPS  so  that  men  could  more 
readily  decide  where  they  belonged,  and  so 
that  men  planning  to  transfer  to  Elkton 
would  know  the  score.

DEFEAT  COMES  TO  AMERICA? 

Many  have  feared  that  one  of  the  results 
of  the  war  would  be  that  America  weald 
assume  many  of  the  attributes  of  the  total- 
itarian systems  it  was  supposedly  trying 
to  erase  from  the  world.  It  is  not  too 
muoh  to  say  that  this  fear  oomes  much 
nearer  realisation  with  the  advancement 
•f  President  Truman's  report  scheme  for  a 
/sort  of  voluntary,  demilitarised  oompul- 
sory  military  training  program.  It  is  an 
Insidious  program  with  the  possibility  of 
far  reaohing  alteration  of  our  educational 
system. 

Briefly,  this  plan  would  offer  every 
young  man  three  alternatives:  three  years 
of  national  guard,  or  four  years  of  ROTC 
either  in  high  sohool  or  college,  or,  if 
neither  of  these  had  been  oho  sen  by  the 
Age  of  23,  a  year's  service  in  the  army. 
It  Is  hard  to  see  how  a  high  sohool  or 
college  in  the  nation  oould  avoid  ROTC  If 
this  program  were  to  go  through.  The  mil- 
itary influence,  while  less  centralised, 
would  be  more  all  pervading  and  at  the  •_ 
same  time  less  obvious  than  under  straight, 
one  year  universal  compulsory" training. 

Truman's  plan  would  seem  to  offer  a  very 
good  chance  of  bringing  to  naught  all  the 
efforts  of  those  who  have  been  fighting 
oonsoription.

PAROLE  ABUSE »  For  those  puzzled  by  the 
parole  and  later  re-imprisonment  of  Cor- 
bett  Bishop,  it  should  be  said  that  the 
technique  is  not  new.  Larry  Gara  of  Read- 
ing, Pa.,  a  non-registrant  who  was  unco- 
operative in  prison  to  a  much  lesser  de- 
gree than  Bishop,  was  offered  a  parole  on 
certain  conditions;  when  he  refused  to 
sign  an  agreement,  he  was  told  he  oould 
leave  anyway.  After  a  few  months  of  "free- 
dom", he  was  picked  up  for  "parole  viola- 
tion" and  reinprisoned,  his  final  release 
date  thus  that  much  farther  in  the  future. 
Bishop's  case  seems  somewhat  similar.  Even 
where  .no.,  sign  and  accept  parole  terms, 
thay  somutiues  find  themselves  unable  to 
conscientiously  live  up  to  them  and  break 
paiold,  even  though  faced  with  a  muoh  la- 
t&r  ri-'to  of  complete  freedom.  Parole  can 
ba  as  vigiy  weipen  r  gainst  prisoners  .Some 
man  foel  it  is  maliciously  misueed  as  a 
coercive  measure  by  federal  prison  offi-

Dispatohes  in  the  Manohester  Union  of 
Sept.  13th  and  the  Conoord  Monitor  of 
Sept.  15th  (leading  article)  confirm  the 
impression  that  there  are  more  jobs  than 
workers  in  many  oategories.  This  has  oome 
about  beoauae  of  the  reduotion  of  large 
fefens  to  a  40-hour  work  week  and  the  witk- 
drawal  of  some  war  workers,  suoh  as  women, 
from  the  labor  market.

The  chief  poi 
of  the  Iterim  Comm.  minutes  reads t 
it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Interim  Comm.

HERS HEY  MAY  HELP  THOSE  WHO  HELP  THEMSELVES 

The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from 
a  memo  by  E.  Raymond  Wilson  of  the  Friends 
Comm.  on  National  Legislation  to  men  in 
CPS  on  supporting  demobilisation! 

"Write  your  families  or  friends  to  find 
some  well-known  and  rospeoted  persons,  pre- 
ferably not  parents  of  men  in  CPS,  who 
would  be  willing  to  visit,  phone,  wire,  or 
write  their  Congressmen  or  Senators  review- 
ing the  reasons  for  orderly,  fair,  and 
reasonable  demobilitation  of  CPS  men,  and 
encouraging  support  of  S.S.  in  ©arrying 
out  such  a  program  even  if  opposition  is 
expressed  by  veterans'  and  other  groups. 

"Send  me  the  name  or  names  of  persons 
who  undertake  this  personal  visit  or  oor-? 
respondenoe  with  members  of  Congress,  and 
also  send  me  oopies  of  lettors  reoeived 
from  Congressmen  and  reports  «n  visits  with 
members  of  Congress.  We  will  follow  up 
these  contacts  in  '^eshington  to  the  extent 
of  our  ability,  but  I  need  not  tell  you 
how  busy  we  will  be  in  the  next  few  weeks 
working  against  peacetime  oonsoription. 

"We  do  not  believe  this  is  an  appropri- 
ate time  for  mass  and  indiscriminate  let- 
ter-writing or  for  extensive  publioity 
.  .  .  whether  favorable  or  oritical  .  .  . 
Diroct  personal  contaot  with  legislators 
by  a  few  oarefully  seleoted  constituents 
whose  judgment  and  standing  arouse  respect, 
is  fare  moro  influential.  .  .  "

F0RF.I0N    SBBYICI  OPPORTOHTIBS 

A.F.S.C.  Is  anxious  to  have  aoeurate 
and  up-to-^ate  lists  of  men  currently 
interested  in  foreign  service  work,  the 
number  of  men  interested  seems  to  have 
dropped  sharply  since  the  more  hopeful 
days  before  the  China  Unit  and  "101" 
were  sabotaged  by  our  oonstructive-minded 
Congress.  The  reasons  for  this  drop  are 
several  and  natural,  but  it  means  that 
for  these  who  are  at  all  interested,  the 
need  of  their  services  may  be  even  great- 
er and  the  possibilities  of  being  chosen 
for  work  likewise  greater. 

AFSC  needs  personnel  to  supplement  that 
already  engaged  in  the  DevaetatedAreae 
project  in  Chieti  Province,  Italy  (in 
cooperation  with  the  British  Friends 
A,ibul?noe  Unit)  and  for  the  medical  work 
of  the  China  Convoy.  Details  of  these 
projeots  are  available.  If  interested, 
now  is  the  time  to  apply  or  make  inquir- 
ies. 

Several  ether  agencies  are  also  recruit- 
ing foreign  service  workers.  For  instance, 
the  Chinese  National  "elief  and  Rehabili- 
tation Administration  (CHRRA)  has  called 
upon  the  American  churches  to  aid  substan- 
tially in  the  administration  of  goods  and 
funds,  beginning  l>eo.l.  Fred  Atkins  Moore, 
direetor  ef  the  Church  Comm.  for  Relief 
in  Asia,  In  disclosing  the  request  of 
CHRRA,  the  Chinese  govt,  agency  to  whioh 
UNR1A  gives  its  aid  for  China,  said  the 
job  called  for  Christian  workers  immedi- 
ately -  at  least  200  doctors  and  nurses 
and  200  other  relief  workers.  The  request 
from  CHRRA  indioates  that  "Christian  wor- 
kers, foreign  and  national,  constitute  one 
ef  the  best  and  most  indispensable  pool  of 
personnel  for  relief  and  rehabilitation."

EXCERPTS  FROM  KIETH  BILLMAN'S 
REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVE'S  MEETING 
IN  PHILADELPHIA,  FEB.  22 

Barrett  Hollister,  upon  return 
from  a  tour"  of  Western  CPS,  reported 
that  assignees  to  be  discharged  in 
the  next  few  months  fall  into  three 
groups:     (a)  Those  with  plans  made, 
no  help  desired,  just  waiting  to  get 
out;  (b)  those  with  many  general 
plans  who  will  need  help  in  imple- 
menting them  through  advice  on 
schools,  employment,  housing,  etc.; 
and  (o)  those  comfortable  and  oon- 
tent,  no  plans  made,  no  eagerness 
for  discharge. 

Bob  Beach  asked  that  CPS  publica- 
tions, reports,  autobiographies, 
correspondence,  minutes,  etc.  be 
sent  to  Philadelphia  at  once.  Men 
who  are  leaving  whould  send  all  such 
materials  which  they  intend  to  throw 
away  to  Beach  at  AFSC.    Postage  and 
express  charges  will  be  refunded  by 
AFSC. 

Russell  Freeman,  Mancos  dischargee, 
_reported  oh  Gov't  camp  as  follows: 
" (A)  Primary  emphasis  on  administra- 
tive convenience,  not  on  welfare  of 
men;  (b)  no  social  welfare  program 
or  counselling;  (c)  concentration  on 
custodial  care  and  administrative 
handling;  (d)  arbitrariness  of  ad- 
ministration is  increased,  although 
camp  directors  have  more  discretion 
and  may  be  generous  in  specific  mat- 
ters such  as  leaves  and  liberties  be- 
cause it  is  more  convenient. 

Fred  Lang,  reporting  on  Big  Flats 
Gov't  Camp  (since  early  Feb.),  says: 
(a)  Better  food;  (b)  more  paper  work, 
rules,  regulations,  and  bureauocracy ; 
and  (c)  uneasy  and  "phony"  friendli- 
ness between  men  and  staff. 

Furnas  and  Gory,  reporting  on

Looks  a  nd  the  new  Camp  56  at  Waldport,  both  Brethren  camps.    Elkton  is  the  first 
Friends  CPS  camp  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

THE  MEN 

ARRIVALS  on  the  first  day  of  Camp  Elkton  were  Acting  Director  William  Satterthwaite, 
Dietitian  Edwin  Maynard,  Keith  Williams  and  James  Armstrong,  all  transfers  from  Camp 
37,  Coleville,  California.    At  Elkton  they  met  Pioneer  Marvin  Thorne  of  Big  Bend, 
Kansas,  a  new  assignee  who  arrived  three  days  before  camp  opened.     Other  new  assig- 
nees are  John  Broy  of  Pasadena,  Charles  Johnson  of  Whittier,  John  McGulre  of  Los 
Angeles,  Charles  Me  Evers  of  Temple  City,  William  Meukow  of  Wheeler  Ridge  and  Lloyd 
Sullivan  of  Palo  Alto,  all  Californians  and  Irving  Giber son  of  Seattle.     Ten  transfers 
from  37,  arriving  November  12,  are  Gerhard  Blombach,  Richard  French,  Glenn  Hawthorne 
Ray  Hopkins,  Kenneth  Hull,  Paul  Knopp,  Harold  Langdon,  William  Laughlin,  Walter 
Miller,  and  Henry  Swain. 

THE  CAMP 

UMPQUA  river  divides  Camp  Elkton  from  the  town  of  Elkton,  a  milo  and  a  half  away  by 
roadT"  Perched  on  a  bluff,  the  camp  commands  a  splendid  view  of  surrounding  hills 
when  they  are  not  shrouded  in  mist.    Curious  hikers  are  beckoned  by  heavily  wooded 
hillsides  and  the  swift  Umpqua  and  Elk  Creek,  whero  salmon  now  are  treking  inland. 
Buildings  in  good  repair  surround  a  grassy  court.    They  include  four  dormitories, 
two  office  buildings,  a  recreation  hall,  educational  building,  dining  hall,  infirmary, 
quarters  for  foremen  and  a  director's  home.     Garag-s  and  shops  are  behind  camp, 
^ood  burning  stoves  heat  all  buildings.    Camp  capacity  is  200. 

THE  WORK 

HISTORY  plays  a  part  in  the  project  of  CTmp"39T    In  the  last  century  the  Oregon  and 
California  Railroad  company,  attempting  to  build  into  the  Pacific  Northwest,  and  the 
Coos  Bay  line,  obtained  oxtensive  land  grants,  alternate  mile-square  sections  that 
looklike  a  checkerboard  on  the  map.     Southern  Pacific,  taking  over  from  the  ill- 
starred  0  4  C,  built  the  railroad  and  got  the  land.     Then  followed  years  of  land  sell- 
ing and  indiscriminate  logging  during  which  much  of  the  land  was  clear  cut  and  its 
resources  wasted.    When  the  land  was  withdrawn  from  sale,  the  government  revoked  ■ 
title  and  in  1937  sot  up  the  Oreg.n  and  California  Revested  Land  administration  (under 
the  General  Land  office  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior)  to  caro  for  the  holdings 
all  in  western  Oregon.     The  administration  holds  permanent  title  to  the  land  and  ad- 
ministers it  in  accordance  withbest  forestry  practices,  supervising  carefully  all 
lumbering.     Income  remaining  after  2#  has  been  deducted  for  exposes  roes  to  county 
governments  in  lieu  of  taxes  formerly  collected  on  the  land.     Conscientious  objectors 
here  will  build  firo  protection  roads,  cle*r  a  28,000-r.cro  burn  (now  a  firo  hazard) 
and  make  surveys  in  connection  with  the  forest  conservation  plan  of  the  0  #■  C  ad- 
ministration.    Thoy  will  work  from  two  or  more  spike  camps  in  addition  to  the  main 

camp.    work  supervisor  is  Robert  Warnock,  veteran  woodsman  experienced  with  the  US 
Forest  Service  as  well  as  the  0  i  C  administration. 

THE  WAY 

ELKTON  is  on  Oregon  state  highway  38,  connecting  with  US  99  at  Drain  and  US  101  at 

Peedsport.    Greyhound  and  Dollar  line  buses  connect  with  the  Reedsport-Drain  stage 
at  Drain.    A  Southern  Pacific  branch  serves  drain  and  the  main  Los  Angeles  -  Portland 
ne  touches  Eugene,  55  miles  from  Elkton.

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II.     A  REPLY  TO  INQUIRIES

Questions  about  overhead,  furlcugh  time,  etc.  will  be  an- 
swered by  Morris  Kooton,  Kenneth  Morgan,  and  the  Menonite  Central 
Committee,  or  have  already  been  indicated  in  their  announcements. 
I  should  fear  that  the  amount  of  possible  attendance  at  labor 
conventions,  etc.  would  be  not  too  great  on  account  of  the  loca- 
tion of  the  camp.     I  noted,  however,  that  there  were  several 
C.P.S,  campers  from  the  Virginia  camp 3  at  the  recent  co-op  inter- 
national conference  in  Washington,  and  since  so  many  things  go 
on  in  Washington,  it  would  seem  likely  that  men  could  get  to  some 
of  these  events.     They  might  include  such  things  as  hearings  of 
the  N.L.R.B.,  the  War  Labor  Board,  various  conferences  held  by 
the  Department  of  Labor  on  child  labor,  etc.  and  many  other  matters. 
Also  possible  hearings  of  P.E.P.C.     The  A. P.  of  L.  is  soon  to  have 
a  post-war  planning  conference  in  Washington.     I  believe  there 
would  be  a  great  many  instances  of  this  kind  which  would  give  quite 
a  variety. 

So  far  as  getting  speakers  to  the  camp,  I  have  great  hopes 
of  getting  some  of  the  best  labor  leaders,  employers  and  govern- 
ment representatives,  particularly  from  Washington  headquarters, 

Thore  are  some  organized  textile  mills  and  paper  mills 
in  Roanoke,  Va,  which  is  close  to  Bedford.     It  remains  to  be  seen 
how  much  use  we  can  make  of  that  resource  because  of  the  "blood- 
thirsty" attitudes  of  most  Southern  workers  and  their  distaste 
for  pacifists.     These  mills  have  only  been  organized  a  year  or  two 
and  I  think  not  too  much  wisdom  could  be  expected  from  this  source. 
I  have  not  yet  definitely  booked  any  speakers.    The  date  of  begin- 
ning the  camp  is  June  1st  and  I  find  that  about  two  months  is  the 
best  time  to  book  up  speakers  (although  I  shall  probably  write 
to  some  of  them  soon,     I  have' a  pretty  wide  acquaintance  with  both 
A. P.  of  L,  and  C.I*§«  leaders,  employers  and  government  officials. 
I  list  th©  following  as  illustrations:
